THE MURDER OF 4 FRENCH 
PRIEST IN KWANGSI.. 

We have just received details of the 
murder of the French priest, Rey. Mazcl, 
telegraphic information of which, dated 
April 18, wo published some timo ago. It 
appears that our assumption was quite 
correet in regard to tho murderers of the 
missionary boing the band of robbers grad- 
vally lioing forced in this direction from 
the district near the French frontier at 
Tonkin by the very effective operations of 
Chinese General Sou and the French au- 
thoritieg. 

The murdered missionary aftor a stay of 
about four months at the Roman Catholic 
Bishopric of Kweishen, situated about half- 
way between’ Outcheon and Nan-ning on 
the West River, left for Lo-li, by way of 
Pésé, in company with two Chinocse. He 
arrived safcly at Pés¢ on March 15, and 
wrote to the Bishop that everything was 
quiet. On 17th March hho sent his card 
to.tha Chincse Prefect, giving him notice 
of his arrival, to which he received no an- 
awer. On the 19th Rev, Mazol started out 
for Lo-li, arriving there on the 22nd. 
About 40 Hi from Lo-livhe fell in with a 
number of Chinese who stated that about 
forty or fifty of their mules had been stolen 
by robbers, from whom they wero flying.

Ié is understood, says the Dady News, 
that, Mr Spence, draper und silk mercer, 
of St, Pauls Churchyard, has come to 
terms for the uso of his promipoa for the 
Jubileo Day. Tho terms have nét been 
mado known. The gentleman with whom 
the bargain has been made sought ytho co- 
operation of Mr Muskelyne, the famous 
magician of the Egyptian Holl, Piccadilly. 
Mr Maskelyne went to sec the premises, 
which occupy the best ‘possible position 
for-a good view. They: are, however, old 
buildings—three or four old shops knocked 
into one, and not at all adapted to the 
erection of anything on the roof. Mr 
Maskelyne, with that daring originality 
which has kopt him a prime favourite 
with the London public for so many years, 
staggered everybody by offering to pull 
down the whole block of  build- 
ings, clear them right away, put up 
Jubilee seats on the site, and afterwards 
erect fine now business premises. The 
lawyors seem to have been on tho spot and 
were confident that the ground landjords— 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners—would 
cortainly raiseno objection to tho Piccadilly 
magician waving away, with bis magic wand, 
the old ramshackle premises and calling up 
afine now storio-fronted house. Details were 
soon arranged. Messrs Spence and Co. are 
to carry on their business as well as they 
can and as long as they can while demolition 
is going on all about them, When all is 
cleared off Mr Maskelyne is to have entire 
command of the site for three‘weeks, during 
which ho will erect an immense timber 
structure, will let it to the Jubilee 
sight-seers, and clear it all away.
